Fearful Of Epidemic, Iranians Hurriedly Dig 


Out And Bury Victims Of Earthquakes That 


Scattered Wreckage Over 23,000 Acres

Weeping workers dug body after 
body today from the ruins left by 
Iran’s worst earthquakes in 70 
years 
and 
hurried 
them 
into 
graves to counter the threat of 
epidemics. 
The official death toll from the 
trem ors that devastated about IOO 
villages in northwest Iran Satur­ 
day night rase to “more than 
4,000.” 
The Iranian Red Cross 
said the dead might total 10.000 
and that the number of injured 
were “ beyond counting.” 
The 
W estern world’s govern­ 
ments and relief organizations as­ 
sembled aid shipments for air 
transport. U.S. forces in Germany 
mounted an airlift to transport 
10.000 blankets. 1,000 tents and a 
100-bed hospital unit. 
3 SAVAGE QUAKES 
Thousands of soldiers and vol­ 
unteers dug the bodies in the 
wreckage of mud huts scattered 
over 23,000 square miles of north­ 


west 
Iran. 
Trains, 
buses 
and 
trucks took the injured to over­ 
flowing district hospitals and to 
Tehran. 
The three savage quakes hit 
hardest in the oasis village of 
Dan-Isfahan, home of 4,200 per­ 
sons 150 miles northwest of Teh­ 
ran. Only 700 persons were left 
alive. 
Women in veils wailed as weep­ 
ing 
w orkers dug 
the 
mangled 
bodies from the ruins, wrapped 
them in white cloth and carried 
them en doors and shop signs to 
hillside graves. 
U N BEARABLE STENCH 
As the sun climbed in the sky 
and the tem perature climbed to­ 
ward IOO, the stench of death be­ 
cam e alm ost unbearable. 
A barefoot man trudged past 
with the corpse of his baby son 
balanced on his head. 
“ W hat shall I do, God. what 
shall I . do?” wailed a boy, his 
face stained with dried blood, as 
he banged his head in the dust 


beside the bodies of his father, 
mother and seven brothers and 
sisters. 
Others, 
stunned, 
probed 
the 
piles of mud brick and splintered 
wood and carried away what they 
could retrieve of their possessions 
—a 
kerosene lamp, 
an empty 
basket, a few quilts. 
WON'T KNOW TOLL 
Women and children huddled in 
tents hastily set up by troops and 
Red Cross workers. Trucks came 
along a 20-mile cart track from 
the main road with bread. 
In nearby Kiavan, only 95 per­ 
sons survived from a population 
of 495. 
The government ordered nation­ 
wide mourning and canceled all 
music on radio broadcasts. Special 
prayers were said for the dead in 
all mosques. 
Reports were still to come in 
from m any villages far off the 
main roads. 
The exact death toll probably 
will never be known.

Delayed reports were expected 
to boost the total to around 500 
for the 78-hour period that began 
at 6 p m. .local time* Friday and 
ended midnight Monday. 
In addi’ion to traffic fatalities, 
there were ti deaths from boating 
accidents 57 by drowning and 94 
in miscellaneous mishaps for an 
over-all to*a! of 668, also a record 
for the holiday. 
OLD RECORD FALLS 
Tile traffic toll surpassed the 
previous record of 461 for a Labor 
Day holiday set in 1951. The pre­ 
vious over-all record for the holi­ 
day was 658. also set in 1951. 
The National Safety Council said 


belated reports could boost the 
final traffic count to 500. Before 
the start ot the holiday the coun­ 
cil had estimated that between 
410 and 490 persons could be killed 
on the highways.

HELPLESS MAN 
DIES ON WALL 
FROM GUNFIRE

BERLIN 
(AP i—Police of the 
East German Communist regime 
today shot and apparently killed 
a refugee caught in Hie barbed 
wire atop the Berlin wall. 
The victim, a man who looked 
about 30 was fired on as the city 
tensely waited to know whether 
the fiussidns would again defy 
Western orders for Soviet armored 
cars to take a shorter route rn 
carrying guards to the Russian 
war memorial in the British sec­ 
tor. They have been told to stay 
away from the Americans’ Check­ 
point Charlie. 
Witnesses reported the newest 
victim of the wall tried to climb 
over where it bordels a cemetery. 
Some said two East German po­ 
lice sough* *o stop him. 
CAUGHT IN WIRE 
When he reached the top, he 
became entangled in the wire. 
Three silo* were hoard apparent­ 
ly from nearby railroad property 
occupid bv East German police. 
The man (ell back in’o the East 
sector, his ’eet still caught in the 
wire. In about IO minutes he was 
taken away. 
His dark-visored cap was picked 
up on the Western side 
It had 
two bullet holes in it. 
A crowd of about IOO quickly 
gathered

open in a hospital on the West 
Berlin side of the street. There 
were cries of “ m urderers.”

The note demanded that Ameri­ 
can authorities “rigorously punish 
the persons responsible for organ­ 
izing this flight of an American 
warplane, and take measures at 
once to prevent any future viola­ 
tions of Soviet airspace.”
